At York a woman named Griffiu lias 
been committed for trial at the Assizos 
on a charge of setting lire to York 
Castle. The prisoner had been set to 
work by gas light and made use of tho 
opportunity to set tiro to her cell. Sho 
admitted her guilt, saying that she 
"was nearly off her mind through being 
*on solitary' for six days" she added 
that she had not see daylight for four 
weeks. 

At tho Lambeth Police Court a wo- 
man named Partridge was charged by 
her daughter with stealing a dress, 
value five shillings, the proceeds of 
which sho spent in drink. Her hus- 
band said that for sixteen years she 
was a good wife, but about two years 
ago she got into bad company ,and since 
then hsr home had gone to ruin and 
the children were utterly neglected, 
though he had striven hard to bring 
her to a sense of duty. Tho prisoner, 
who, on being put into the dock, had 
besought her daughter not to give evi- 
dence against her, was remanded, the 
magistrate saying he would sea what 
he could do for tho family. 

Miss Thompson's picture of Inker- 
man has been purchased by an emin- 
ent publishing art firm at the sum of 
5,000 guineas. 

From 80,000 to 100,000 horns were 
weekly used in Aberdeen for comb* 
making until the importation of cattle 
was prohibited. Tho stoppage of 
supply lias caused great stagnation. 

The "Army and Navy Grazzetto" 
states that the authorities, stirred up 
by the lecture of Mr. Donald Currie, 
are about to assemble a commission to 
inquire into the selection, dockage, nnd 
fortification of Imperial points of 
■trategetic defence. 

Drunkenness in England. — A parlia- 
mentary return made la-t week siiowstbe 
number of arrests for drunkenness. iu one 
year, to be 201,980, of which 47,732 were 
women. Lord Coluiidyo has recently 
made remarks similar to tliosu of Justice 
Mauisty ftom the Bench. He contra-ted 
the increase of druuki nnesi auioug the 
working classes, and this is, indeed, a 
notable phenomenon. A yiititleman of my 
acquaintance says that lie remembers hia 
grandfather saying lo him, "Avoid too 
much drink, my boy; for many yearB I 
have limited niy.-elf to my pint of port a 
day"— "a quantity," my friend added, 
'•which, Binall as we thought it, would 
put mo in my giavo in a year." Still, 
great as is the improvement, Lord Cjler- 
idge wonld probably remark it less if Lib 
association^ were more with tho aristocrat- 
ic circle thau with tho literary and reli- 
gious people, whoso tocioly he likes best. 
A case is ut this moment being heard in 
tho Criminal Court of London, which dis- 
closes tho fact that it is still po-<siblo for 
men of high position tu pass their time 
drinking nearly all day and all uip;ht going 
from delirium to delirum, to death and 
crime. It was while awaiting trial for the 
crime now detailed that Hit- Euward 
Cunynglmme, baronet, was lately found 
dying in prison, tlo was taken to a Hniall 
hotel, whote ha died— ending an old and 
once noble family in shamo. He and 
Matthow Wetheiall and Charles DeClns- 
tolaino used to moot, with William Lo 
Hunt Doylo for drinking. On one of 
their bouts the four consumed eight bot- 
tles of champagne, eight larRO glasses of 
brandy, thiity-ono small glasses of tho 
same, "three tumblers of beor, and lifteou 
of lemonade. Doyle had delirium tremens 
three times, and on ouo occasion while 
drunk was induced by tho others to put 
his Signature to a paper conveying a largo 
sum of money to themselves. Sentence 
will be given to-day on tho living gentle 
manly swindlers, and on tho once fair 
famo'of (haply) tho Inst of tho Cnuyng- 
hameB. — London Lettr.r. 

The Bishop of Glouoestor and Bris- 
tol writes to tho Echo, "I have becomo 
definitely a total abstainer. I havo not 
taken any pledge, but lam now just as 
settled in my mind us if I had becomo 
ever so bound. I latterly took a littlo 
alcohol, but I find no dill'oronoe between 
abstaining and non-abstainiug, (till, as I 
may encourage some, I drop the aloohol 
altogether."

TH^ WELLINGTON TROUBLES AND 
THEIR PROBABLE EFFECT. 

Wa want u few moro words witli our 
rsadari on the ■ubjcct of the Wellington 
■trike. We are enabled to state on good 
authority that the direct pecuniary Iobb to 
NftQftimo through the stoppage of the 
Wellington works ia some §20,000 n 
month. The Btriko has now lasted two 
months, and prevented the circulation of 
$40 000. Should it continue six months 
the' direct loss will be 8120,000. if a 
twelvemonth, S240.000. This loss, in it- 
self is bad enough. Bu there ato conse- 
quential damagoB-that is damages that 
Sow indirectly from the cessation of work, 
ifhioh have to be taken into consideration 
7a estimating the loss really sustained 
through the strike. A largo portion of 
the Nanaimo coal trade is m danger of 
being diverted to other points: Seattle 
.t this moment is bidding high ; Within 
the last year it has become the chief coal- 
producing point on the Pacific. She 
shipped a larger amount of coal in liiib 
than Nanaimo District. She is preparing 
. to double her shipments this year Her 
miners work at rates at which the Welling 
tonians turn up their noses. This labor 
advantage— combined with the duty of 
seventy-five cents a ton on coal from 
British Columbia enteriDgSau Francisco-- 
enables Soattlo mine owners to undersell 
the Provincial coal and still make a profit. 
Tucoma, a few miles farther up Puget 
Sound, and the western torminus of the 
Northern Pacific Railway, is preparing to 
open extensive deposits of coal of better 
quality than tho Seattle and as good (the 
owners say) as the bost coal from the 
British Possessions. This, in common 
with all American-mined coal, will escape 
the duty that is inevitable to coal from 
foreign places; and should it succeed in 
obtaining a footing in tho San Francisco 
market, will be hard to displace, evon 
■uould its quality be slightly inferior to 
our own coul. It must, then, be clear to 
the most prejudiced mind that Vancouver 
Island at this moment stands in danger of 
losing ft considerable portion of its trado, 
and once lost it may never be regained. 
It required many years' steady exorlion to 
mako Nauuimo district prosperous when 
there were no coal mini s on Puget Sound 
in process of development. The cool trade 
of Nanaimo was a plant of slow growth. 
Depiive it of nourishment and it may 
never be restored to vigor. We hear of 
ships and steamer* applying for Welling- 
ton coal unable to obtain it and seeking 
charters elsewhere.Theniiners.like the dog 
in tho fable, will neither work themselves 
nor let anyone else. They are masters of 
the situation. They have successfully de- 
fied their employers aud the officers 
charged to enforce the law. The differ- 
ence between the miners and tho company 
is twenty cents per mined ton — tho 
miners demanding SI. 20 and tho employ- 
ers tendering SI. Tho statements pub- 
lished by Mr. Dunsmuir of tho wages 
earned by the strikers have not been ques- 
tioned. We aro bound, therefore, to as- 
sume that they cannot be. These state- 
ments show that tho earnings of tho Wel- 
lington miners have been largely in excess 
of the earnings of coal miners in other 
parts of the world. Had they been less, 
the active sympathy of tho whole Province 
must have been with the strikers. To a 
considerable extent the sympathy of Na 
naimo and Victoria was with thorn until 
they consented to be beholden for tho 
roofs that covered their heads to the men 
for whom they would not work. Then 
they began to sink in public estimation, 
and have been sinking ever since. The 
paper which at first espoused their cause 
and oven applauded their lawlessness, is 
forced at last, in deference to pub- 
lic opinion, to admit articles con- 
demning the Wellingtoniatu and intimat- 
ing that they have always been very muoh 
overpaid ! 

The outlook for Nanaimo and tho Pro- 
vinoe ia bad — very bad. Heretofore it 
has been supposed that law reigned su- 
preme in British Columbia. Now it has 
gone forth that a mob of men who decline 
to work for high wages virtually hold 
possession of a piece of property that has 
been a source of wealth to the Province 
in general and of Naraimo in particular, 
and prevent its development. What so 
ourity is thoro in these proceedings for 
capital seeking investment to come to 
British Columbia ? And who can esii- 
mato the "consequential damages" Na- 
naimo aud the Province at largo will suf- 
fer if this thing is to be allowed to go on? 
The future prosperity of Nanaimo and its 
environs depends on tho i>arly settlement 
of this difficulty. Tho market onco lost 
may bo lost forover, and atill-latoly pros- 
perous community furnish tho subject for 
a poet's fancy in a new eatay on a Deserted 
Village. 

We still hope that some arrangement 
will bo arrived at between tho Company 
and the strikers, Failing that, thero is 
but one recourse — to enforco the law at 
all hazards. If tho mon of Wellington 
were open to reason thoy would seo that 
in tho face of h depressed market their 
demand for nn increase is absurd and un- 
just. If profits on coal nroduction were 
largo there would bo some sonso in tho 
atriko. But when it is demonstrated that 
every coal mine on tho coast is being 
worked at a loss, tho fatuity of the Wel- 
lingtonians almost passes belief.

HAMPTON'S FLATTERING RECEPTION AT THE 
CAPITAL — RIVAL JEllu's COME TO BLOWS 
OVER HIM— DR. MARY WALKER ATTEMPTS 
IN VAIN TO INTERVIEW HIM — SECRETARY 
SHERMAN REFORMS HIS DEPARTMENT 
LOUISIANA COMMISSION. 



The ntva is becoming exciting. The 
Russian army is iu motion. The advance- 
guard reached Bucharest yesterday morn- 
ing. Bucharest, is tho Capital of Walla- 
ohia, a tributary province of Turkey.

Washington, D.O.. April 2, 1877. 
Whether General Wade Hampton is the 
Governor of South Carolina or not his re- 
ception iu Washington has been moat 
flattering. His hotol has been crowded, 
invitations to lunches and dinners hnvo 
been fairly showered upon him; soirees, 
serenades and the like have beon given in 
his honor, and he has been lionized for 
tho past four days enough to contont any 
man, however errant a lover of praise he 
might bo. Friday two rival stablemen 
seut their finest turnouts to his hotel with 
compliments and requests that ho use 
their teams. Whilo waiting for Governor 
Hampton to come out the drivers of these 
equipages got into a dispute as to who 
would have tbo honor of driving tho po- 
pular man about town, and a war of words 
ensued which only gave place to one of 
blows and while tho attention of the crowd 
was attraoted to this interesting scene tho 
innocent cause of it all came out, took a 
privato carriage and drove away. At about 
the same time Dr. Mary Walker, in her 
pantaloons and tunic, went into the hotel 
to seek an interviow with General Hamp- 
ton. Tho clerk rofused to take her card 
upstairs, whereupon the dauntless doctor 
took her stand at tho foot of the stairway 
determined to interview the General as ho 
came down; but she was doomed to disap- 
pointment, for the proprietor of tho hotel 
noon made bis appearance aud ordered 
her out of tbo building. Dr. Mary tried 
to arguu and to reason, but tho threat to 
call a policeman at length caused her to 
take an enraged and ungracious depart- 
ure. There is much to bo said for und 
against this Doctor Mary Walker. She ia 
as notable a person as thoro is in Wash- 
ington, aud yet she scarcely makes her 
appearance in publio without being hiss- 
od and hooted at. Her dress ia very neat 
and neither immodest nor unbeooming, 
although peculiar, and yet it has been re- 
peatedly given as a reason for keeping 
her out of public places and positions. 
»he is a strong Democrat, and has a most 
offensive Avay of putting herself into pro- 
minence— making herself conspicuous. It 
is bard to say w bother politics or dress 
reform is her espoeial hobby. She vvas 
lnt«ly put out or itio Treasury buildiug 
by force; but tho result of that affray has 
been an order by Secretary Sherman re- 
voking that of Secretary Morrill, which 
forbode her admittance into the Treasu- 
ry. 

Secretary Shorman is going in with tho 
President's policy heart nnd hand, by 
thoroughly reforming the Department of 
which he has charge. It is a well-known 
rule that no two persons of tho bamo fam- 
ily shall draw Government pay, and that 
not more than a certain number from any 
State shall be omployed. AIbo, that posi- 
tions under the Government shall be giv- 
en only to persona who have no other 
means of support, and that preforonco 
shall be given to those who havo somo 
claim upon the Government, liko war- 
widows and orphans, crippled soldiers, 
&c. This rule has been broken so often of 
lato it has almost been lost sight of, espe- 
cially in the Treasury Department. There 
arc cases there where two, three, four 
five and one, even, where seven persons 
belonging to tho P;aio family hnvo posi- 
tions which command from nine to (lit. en 
hundred dollars a year. There are also 
cases of men who havo ample means of 
support besides their salaries, aud many 
of persons who draw pensions of from fif- 
teen to twenty dollars per month. Secre- 
tary Sherman proposes to change all this, 
and investigations coucorniug employees 
and State quota are rapidly going forward 
in his Department. 

Three of tho members of the Louisiana 
Commission come to Washington on Sa 
turday and held conference with the Pre 
sideut relative to the general course ho 
wishes pursued by that body. They will 
leave for New Orleans to-morrow morn 
ing. Judge Lawrence will proceed di 
rectly thither from his own home aud 
McVeigh will not go till Wednesday. The 
PreniJent will give them, by letter, the 
same instructions he has verbally given 
to Harlan, Brown, and Hawley, and al- 
though no distinct lino of action has beon 
laid out for them to follow, the Commis- 
sion is protty well informed concerning 
tho President's wishes in the matter. It 
ia believed that tho basis of tho settlomrnt 
recommended to them is a reorganization 
of the Legislature, leaving that body to 
settle tho other questions. Tho Commis- 
sion will organize and arrange prelimin- 
aries immediately upon arriving in Louis- 
iana, and will probably get to work by 
Thursday or Friday. M.M.H.

.Sir Edward Thornton, British Minister 
at Washington, is at present ilie guest of 
Lord Dufferin, and spent a considerable 
tinio in the Houso during the debate jon- 
terday, in which ho appeared to take a 
deep interest, aud to find some amuse, 
mont. Sir Edward was also present at 
tho banquet given at Rideau Hall last 
evening. 

The unemployed workingmon last night 
passed a resolution asking tho Council to 
take steps to prevent tho Water Commis- 
sioners from soizing their goods for taxos 
until bucIi tirno as thoy got work. It has 
transpired that Bullennn, tho loader of 
the workingmoo, left his work with six 
other men on Friday to join the proces- 
sion that waited on Mr, Mackonzio. In 
England ho was one of Joseph Arch's 
right-band mon. Somo fifty men have 
beon furnished with work, and to day 250 
loaves of broad wore distributed. 

A man was landed at tho ferry dock 
yesterday, dripping wet, and shivoring 
till tho rattle of his teeth could bo hoard 
forty feet away. When taken into a sa- 
loon to thaw out somo ono passed around 
tho hat, remarking that tha victim was a 
poor man. Tho man to whom tho hat 
camo first called out: "Where wns it that 
you fell into tho river?" On the Canadian 
sido," was tho reply. "Then not ono cent 
from mo." continued the man, "Its every 
true patriot's duty to Bucoor those who fall 
into Amerioan waters, but I'll bo hangod 
if I'm going to holp to run two countries!" 
Aud the collection amounted to only four 
oanti.— Detroit Paper,

From Alaska, 

Wo are permitted to make tho following 
summary of news from a letter to a friend 
of ours in this city, dated April 16, at 
Sitka. 

Messrs. Wood and Taylor, who arrived 
here on tho last steamer with the idea of 
ascending Mount St. Elias, and were en- 
deavoring to employ Indians to convey 
them up the coast to a point nearest the 
mountain, have so far been unsuccessful, 
tho Indians not liking to undertake tho 
journey till later in the season. Phillip- 
son's schooner, which thoy expected to 
charter for this purpose, had sailed for 
tho west coast on a trading voyage four 
days provions to their arrival, and was 
not expected to return before tho middle 
of June or 1st July. Tho schooner was 
going to Cook's Inlet to take provisions 
to a party of gold prospectors who left 
there last season, or to bring thorn away, 
and on her roturn would touch into Princo 
William Sound for the purpose of trad- 
ing with the Copper River Iudians. The 
project of attempting to ascend Mount 
St. Elias at this season of the year, if at 
any time practicable, the writer says, he 
can conceive of nothing moro superlative- 
ly ridiculous. Perhaps, he s>ys, I say 
too much against its possibility, but if 
3,000 feet in this latitude at this season of 
the year does not demoralize them, then 
what I learned two years ago yesterday, 
when on the summit of one of the Silver 
Bay Mountains, at that height, has not 
made me wiser. 

The weather at the present writing is 
colder than we have had it for some time 
past. Wo have an occasional light fall of 
snow on the mountains— there was one 
yesterday— and it makes tho atmosphere 
quite chilly. 

Mr. Haloy camo in from tho Stewart 
Ledge yesterday, where he, with six Rus- 
sians, have been working for the past 
week. Ho tells me thero is at least 10 
feet of 6now, recently fallen, on tho moun- 
tain above him, and thinks it not possible 
to work on the upper-ledges beforo the 
middle of Juno. Haley had not made 
much progress in tho Stewart tunnel. 
Everything, however, looked very favor- 
able, and the work would be vigorously 
pushed on the arrival of tho mirfing en- 
gineer expected on the next steamer. 

Capt. Kimberly's enterprise was some- 
thing of a mystery. Some say its object 
was an anthracite coal vein instead of a 
rich gold quartz load. Wo shall soon 
know all about it. 

A rich and extensive lead of galona 
bearing a large per cent, of silvor, has 
been discovered on the coast north of Sit- 
ka, specimens of which go to Portland on 
this steamer. 

Tho news of tho withdrawal oi the 
troopsfrom Sitka had not been officially 
received. The possibility of such being 
tho oaso excited sorno comment, not only 
among the troops but citizens generally. 
' The Indians will miss tho troops more 
than the citizens, and after they have loft 
poor "Lo" will bo compelled to resume 
his former occupation of hunting and 
fishing for it livlihood. 

I will keep you advised as to our wea- 
ther and other matters; but let mo caution 
you and others not to venture hero with the 
idea of prospecting or working on tho 
mountain ledges until June. 

The Poor at Ottawa. — Hon. Dr. Car- 
rail was prosont at a public meeting of 
tho unemployed at Ottawa on the 8tli of 
April, and being called on for a speech 
ho met with a hearty reception. Ho ex- 
pre^bod groat sympathy with thoworkiug- 
meu of Ottawa and congratulated them on 
the pcaceablo and gentlotnanly manner in 
■which they had conducted th'oir demon- 
stration. Whon ho heard that so n.any 
men wero in want of bread ho was unhap- 
py, and ho couldn't stay away. He had a 
heart that wouldn't allow him to sleep cr 
writo when ho know that scores of people 
in tho city wero without food. Aftor 
some further appropriate remarks ho ox- 
pressed a willingness to contribute to- 
wards thoir immediate reliof, and do all in 
his power to relievo tho distress which he 
feltoxistod. (Applauso.)

Was it intended to take 
any steps to free ourselvos from the obli- 
gations of that troaty, since it would be 
impossible for tho government in defiance 
of public opinion to send a singlo soldier 
to defend a country so degenerato as Tur- 
key. Lord Houghton thought undor tho 
(ho circumstances tho government would 
bo justiflod in refusing tomako any speci- 
fic declaration as to how far tho treaty of 
'50 was now binding. Baron Wavory 
hoped somo conclusion might yet be ar- 
rived at which would hold out "to Europe 
tho expectations that peace might be pre- 
served, but should war break out he 
maintained it was tho duty of this country 
to be in a position to defend the peaceful 
commerce of the world. Lord Derby said 
there wasn't tho slightest intention on the 
part of France or Austria to call on Eng- 
land to fulfill her treaty obligations; 
therefore the government had not thought 
it right to take any stops to relievo them- 
selves from its obligations. In reply to 
the statement that peace might not yet be 
disturbed, Lord Derby said he did not 
like to respond, and the Houso might feel 
sure if the government saw any hope that 
diplomatio infcprvQntion could yet bo 
successful in averting the impending wur, 
no effort could be left untried, but ho was 
bound to say, from all ho heard, he was 
not justified in indulging in the expecta- 
tion that we should be able to avoid that 
Europoun calamity, but ho repeated what 
he had said in May last, that in case of 
war tho Porto must not rely on material 
support from England. 

London, April 20.— The Turkish troops 
divided into four corps and surrounding 
Miridite country, the inhabitants of sev- 
eral villages laid down their arms. 

A Constantinople dispatch says Turkey 
is dismayed at the prospect of imminent 
war, ond would gladly listen to a propo- 
sition for a pacific arrangement if not too 
lute. 

A Vienna special reports that Count 
Andraasy entertains no further hope of 
peace, but trusts the campaign may be 
short, so that neutral powers may force 
Turkey and Russia to stop in time to 
provont the struggle from bocoming gen- 
eral. Certain coliinots aoem to ontortain 
hope, but Count Andrassy sees not the 
chance of peace. 

A Berlin special says 200,000 German 
colonists in Southern Russia intend to 
migrato to Brazil and other parts of 
America to avoid draftiug into tho army, 
and emigration has already begun. 

CANADA. 

New York, April 19.— The World's 
Monday special says A. B. Foster, Canada's 
railroad king, has failed. His liabilities 
are stated at 87,390,000, and chiefly duo 
in England for purchase of tho Canada 
Central Railroad and for steel rails. Por- 
tions of the amount are said to bo due to 
New York banks. 

Toronto, April 19.— A cable dispatch 
says it is understood Mr. Childers will 
become president of tho amalgamated 
Grand Trunk and Great Western boards. 
It has been agreed that tho receipts of the 
twe railroads be pooled, the Grand Trunk 
recoiving 65 por contum and Western 35. 

EASTERN STATES. 

New Orleans, April 17. — A decision in 
favor of Myra Clarko Gaines, involving 
millions of property in this city, has been 
rendered by District Judge Billings. Tho 
litigation has extended over -10 years, and 
this dcaision ends tho struggle in favor of 
the claimant. 

New York, April 18.— Everybody whoso 
name is mentioned by Tweed iu his con- 
fession either flatly contradiotB what ho 
said or explains that all transactions with 
Tweed wero of a puroly business charac- 
ter. 

CALIFORNIA. 
San Francisco, April 18.— Tho BulU 
tin's man of figures finds that from Wed 
nesday, tho 11th, to Monday tho 10th, 
whon stocks woro nearly out of sight, tho 
decline in U><> apparent value of tho load- 
ing 25 mines on tho Cemstook, listed in 
tho big board, was $11,449,400, From tho 
latter day to tho quotations of this morn- 
ing's board, thero is noted an advance of 
80,388,033.
